Once upo n a time, any law student wo uld tell 
y o u that J uries and the federal district co urts were 
the side arbiters o f the ev idence in any litigatio n. 
The Supreme Co urt was narro wly limited to qu e s­ 
tio ns o f law. 
Once upo n a time, any scho o lbo y who had 
studied sev enth grade chic* knew thal the func- 
lio n o f the Supreme Co urt was 
In interpret the Co nstitutio n, no t 
to rewrite it. 
And o nce upo n a time, any 
citizen co uld say that it was up 
to the Supremo Co urt to enfo rce 
the laws — no t to lo o k few lo o p­ 
ho les in them in o rder to set 
lo o se 
tho se demo nstrably guil­ 
ty and co nv icted by federal dis­ 
trict judges and juries. 
I)e To lcdano 
I ’nder Chief J ustice Earl Warren, all o f this 
has changed. The Supreme Co urt has beco me a 
seco nd legislativ e l>o dy — rewriting the Co nstitu­ 
tio n and statutes, co nsidering the ev idence rather 
than the law, and setting lip catego ries o f guilt 
under which mo tiv e rather than decs! was the 
criterio n. 
This has bro ught abo ut co nfusio n and chao s 
amo ng law enfo rcement agencies. It has also co n­ 
tributed to the present disrespect lo r law and 
the breakdo wn o f public o rder. Fo r if a giv en 
crime, felo ny o r to rt ran be whimsically co nsid­ 
ered. who is lo judge guilt o r inno cence? 
The Supreme Co urt is aware o f this, tho ugh 
*o mc o f Its members remain adamant in pursuing 
the co urse they hav e run since Mr. Warren as­ 
sumed o ffice. There are o thers, ho wev er, who 
feel a sense o f respo nsibility and who realize tliai 
unless the co urt mends its way , it may lead to 
the kind o f ex trem e public reactio n which no 
sensible perso n wants. 
So far, thi* latter v iew has y et to mo v e a ma­ 
jo rity o f the co urt. As a result, there hav e been 
stirrings in Co ngress to limit the appellate jurisdic­ 
tio n o f the Supreme Co urt — a jurisdictio n set by 
the First Co ngress and therefo re legally amend­ 
able. Others hav e urged the enactment o f this o r 
that Co nstitutio nal amendment to curb a specific 
abuse o f its po wers by the Supreme Co urt. But 
these are tempo rary and restricted remedies. 
Co mes no w 
I/eMo y ne Badger, a 
Republican 


candidate fur Co ngress in So uthern Califo rnia, with 
a so lutio n which if successful wo uld go to the 
heart o f the matter. What Mr. Badger pro po ses 
is a Supreme Co urt made respo nsiv e to the peo ­ 
ple by reco nstituting it as an electiv e bo dy . 


The argument against subjecting the high co urt 
to the po litical pro cess has been that it wo uld In­ 
ev itably succumb to po litical pressure. This is 
why the Fo unding Fathers made it appo intiv e and 
sel the tenure at life fo r justices and (he chief 
justice. 


Badger’s respo nse. ho wev er, has much to rec­ 
o mmend ft. “ When the co urt makes new law,” 
he say s, “ it makes public po licy . In a demo cracy , 
any institutio n that makes public po licy beco mes 
a po litical bo dy .” lie might hav e added that the 
co urt has made itself a iMv litical bo dy by Its al­ 
legiance and subserv ience lo a mino rity within 
the Liberal Establishment. It has ceased to serv e 
either the ('o nstitiitio n o r the natio nal will. 


Mr. Badger no tes (hut Franklin I). Ro o sev elt 
frightened the Supreme Co urt into abstentio n fro m 
anti-New Ileal po licy making by threatening to 
pack it wilh six mo re justices. Blit, he adds, “ sho rt 
o f abo lishing the Supreme Co urt. I do uht that we 
can permanently keep the co urt o ut o f po licy 
making. Therefo re why no t reco gnize the co urt 
as the po litical bo dy which it is and make its 
justices subject to a perio dic plebiscite — as we 
do the justices o f the ('a)ifo rnia Supreme Co urt? 
After all. in a demo cracy we citizens sho uld hav e 
so me say in o ur laws.” 


That say , o f co urse, is silenced when an ap­ 
po intiv e bo dy , which ho lds that there can be no 
restraint in its deliberatio ns and decisio ns, usurps 
the law-making functio n. An electiv e co urt may 
o r may no t be the so lutio n. Rut in suggesting it. 
Badger has bro ught into the debate a new and 
v ery interesting co ncept. 


If elected to Co ngress, he co uld lay his idea 
befo re the natio n’s legislatures where it co uld re­ 
ceiv e the kind o f serio us ex aminatio n which his 
pro po sitio n deserv es. Because there Is an almo st 
auto matic respo nse to this kind o f inno v atio n. Its 
injectio n into a Republican primary takes co urage 
— and this speaks well fo r Mr. Badger. Bo th his 
district and the co untry at large sho uld po nder 
what he urges.

The Do cto r Say s 


By W. G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—What wou ld cau se a per­ 
sons’s bones to go ou t of joint? 
F irst it was my shou lder, then 
my k nee and then my ank le. 


A—A dislocation occu rs when 
a long bone is forced into an 
u nnatu ral position and the joint 
capsu le tears, allowing the bone 
to leave the joint. Tru e disloca­ 
tion of the k nee is rare, bu t 
lock ing of this joint du e to a 
torn k nee cartilage is common 
and is often erroneou sly called 
dislocation of the k nee. If you 
are an accident-prone person, 
you shou ld learn to relax when 
vou 
fall 
lik e 
a 
professional 
tu mbler, or avoid rou gh sports. 


Q—My hu sband has w ater on 
his k nee. What cau ses it and 
can anything be done for it? 


A—W ater on the k nee is an 
accu m u lation of synovial flu id 
in the joint, du e to inflam m a­ 
tion. Variou s treatm ents have 
been u sed, depending on individ­ 
u al 
circu m stances. 
These 
in­ 
clu de k eeping the k nee elevated 
and applying ice bags for two 
or three days, w ithdrawing the 
flu id and injecting hydrocorti­ 
sone into the joint or, in chronic 
cases (those of at least three 
ye a rs’ du ration), injecting a col­ 
loidal radioactive gold solu tion. 


Q—Du ring an operation 
(a r­ 
throdesis), a screw was placed 
in m y ank le bone. How can I 
tell when the screw shou ld 
be 
rem oved? If some pain retu rns, 
wou ld this be cau sed by the 
screw? 


A—Arthrodesis is a su rgical 
freezing or immobilizing of a 
joint. When a screw is driven 
into a bone, it is often left there 
for life. Any decision to remove 
it shou ld be left u p to you r su r­ 
geon. Pain in the ank le follow­ 
ing this operation might 
be from 
a variety of cau ses bu t it is 
m ost u nlik ely that it is cau sed 
by the screw’.

R em em ber 
concentrated 
attention and k eep it holy. 
VII. Thou shalt not diverge 
from

‘‘Break ing 
these 
com m and­ 
ments is essential for the gifted 
child,”

“ Most parents and teachers u n­ 
consciou sly apply them to all 
children. F or the m ajority, they 
u su ally work . Practicality, get­ 
ting along with people, being 
gregariou s, 
k eeping 
emotions 
hidden 
and 
k nowing 
exactly 
w hat you w ant to do produ ces 
com petent bu sinessmen, 
sales­ 
men, politicians and some pro­ 
fessional people. Bu t these sam e 
attribu tes work in reverse for 
fu tu re 
artists, 
writers, 
mu si­ 
cians, 
philosophers and 
scien­ 
tists. 
‘‘E m phasis on practicality has 
been carried to the extrem e as, 
for exam ple, in that last b as­ 
tion of the child’s private world, 
his toy box. 
All his toys today 
are realistic or edu cationl. If he 
is imbu ed with the idea every­ 
thing he does m u st be u sefu l in 
worldly 
term s, 
he 
will never 
read a fairy story nor, as an 
adolescent, read a poem, mu ch 
less compose one. 
‘‘Similarly, one m u st not ex­ 
pect instant su ccess or instant 
perfection in the projects chil­ 
dren ca rry ou t. When a creative 
child k nows his produ ct is less 
than perfect, 
he 
hesitates to 
show it. He needs genu ine in­ 
terest 
and constru ctive 
criti­ 
cism from adu lts. Bu t parents 
and teachers have to be adroit 
abou t this. Give deserved priase 
-—bu t 
indiscrim inate 
approval 
can be as harm fu l as u niform 
rejection of original ideas and 
work .” 
Dr. Krippner believes the cre­ 
ative child m u st be prepared 
for 
criticism, 
even 
from 
his 
peers in the classroom , for his 
very originality stimu lates this. 
A m ericans a re k nown all over 
Eu rope as w anting everybody to 
lik e them , he says. This is ob­ 
viou sly impossible for any hu ­ 
m an being, bu t in the creative 
person 
it 
actu ally 
interferes 
with development. He m u st cu l­ 
tivate 
self-respect

dence. withou t fear of not being 
loved. 
The American classro o m o v er­

The seventh com m andm ent is 
directed against the American 
cu ltu re’s misplaced em phasis on 
cu ltu rally determ ined sex roles. 
“ Researchers 
have 
fou nd 
m any instances of children wrho 
sacrificed 
their creativity 
to 
maintain their ‘m ascu linity’ or 
‘femininity,’ ” 
he 
went 
on. 
“However, if a boy is raised to 
feel secu re in his m aleness and 
a girl is brou ght u p with pride 
in her developing womanhood, 
they are lik ely to feel free to 
pu rsu e their own interests with­ 
ou t fear of being called a ‘sis­ 
sy’ or a ‘tomboy’. 
“ Lik ewise, fear of expressing 
intense emotions can inhibit a 
creative child. Highly creative 
people are apt to be highly em o­ 
tional. They have a repu tation 
for rebellion, based on indepen­ 
dence of thou ght rather than 
malice. Unfortu nately, teachers 
often feel threatened by strong 
displays of feelings by pu pils 
and u rge a child to ‘tone down’ 
his fervor. This is ham pering to 
his development as a creative 
being. 
“ No child shou ld be expected 
to m ak e an early decision abou t 
his fu tu re vocation, bu t m any 
of them are ask ed to do this 
while still in high school. U nder 
pressu re, it is easy to m ak e a 
prematu re 
decision 
that 
will 
bring 
regret. 
Being tentative 
abou t w hat a boy or girl w ants 
to do in the fu tu re is a charac­ 
teristic of the gifted child. His 
parents and teachers shou ld not 
insist on su ch decisions a t an 
early age.” 
The tenth com m andm ent, a c ­ 
cording to Dr. Krippner, is the 
most su ppressive of all for the 
creative 
child. 
His 
hidden 
dream s, 
fantasy and im agina­ 
tion are lik ely to stay hidden, 
even 
from 
the child 
himself, 
after he has been admonished: 
“ Be carefu l abou t the people 
you tell these things to or they 
w’ill tJhink you a re crazy^” 
“ Teachers do not appreciate 
a child who ask s a grea t m any 
qu estions,” he says. “ The teach­ 
er of one second-grade boy su s­ 
pected he was retarded becau se 
he was so silent, bu t on an in­ 
telligence test his IQ exceeded 
200, a rem ark able score. Qu es­ 
tioned, 
the 
boy explained his 
first-grade teacher had becom e 
so u pset over his qu estions he 
had decided it was better to re ­ 
m ain qu iet once he entered sec­ 
ond grade. Fortu nately for his 
fu tu re, his new teacher allowed 
him to probe and qu estion, real­ 
izing this is the only way the 
you ng can find ou t and be pre­ 
pared to change the world of 
today into the world of tom or­ 
row.”
